These  ten  books  would  cost  $235.95  in  Braille  and  $20.00  in  print,  allowing  for  two  dollars  a  copy. 

The  United  States  Veterans'  Bureau  has  been  authorized  to  expend  a  portion  of  its  fund  for  embossing  books 
for  the  blinded  veterans.  From  the  $100,000  mentioned  for  this  work  it  is  expected  that  not  more  than  75  titles 
can  be  brailled. 

The  Census  Bureau  estimates  the  actual  number  of  blind  at  70,000  to  71,000  in  1910  and  74,000  to  76,000 
in  1920.  There  are  approximately  500  military  blind,  over  400  of  which  have  passed  through  "Evergreen." 
About  1,500  of  the  civilian  blind  are  also  deaf  so  that  Braille  is  their  only  means  of  communication.  The  enu- 
merated blind  by  states  is  as  follows:

The  Matilda  Ziegler  Magazine  is  a  publication  for  the  blind  in  embossed  type,  and  the  funds  for  maintaining 
this  magazine  are  supplied  by  Mrs.  William  Ziegler  of  New  York  who  had  a  son  who  lost  his  sight  when  but  a  few 
years  old.  Mrs.  Ziegler  has  endowed  the  magazine  so  that  its  publication  will  be  perpetual.  It  is  estimated  that 
about  15,000  people  read  the  magazine  each  month  though  only  about  9,000  copies  are  printed;  there  are  about 
6,000  children  in  the  schools  for  the  blind  and  many  people  in  the  homes  so  that  a  few  copies  are  sufficient  for  these. 
For  many  years  this  magazine  was  printed  in  New  York  Point  and  American  Braille.  The  American  Braille 
edition  has  now  been  changed  to  Revised  Braille,  but  the  New  York  Point  edition  is  still  continued  for  this  latter 
system  is  so  very  different  that  it  has  been  difficult  for  some  of  the  older  readers  to  acquire  the  new  type.  Prac- 
tically all  of  the  printing  done  at  the  National  Institute  for  the  Blind  in  England  is  two-sided  printing,  but  the 
Matilda  Ziegler  Magazine  for  the  Blind  is  the  only  work  for  the  blind  in  this  country  which  has  made  a  special 
feature  of  this  two-sided  printing.  This  magazine  comes  in  contact  with  more  blind,  and  with  more  blind  of  all 
ages  and  classes  than  any  other  organization. 

A  word  about  the  blind  people  themselves.  There  seems  to  be  a  general  impression  among  sighted  people 
that  the  blind  are  very  serious,  without  the  slightest  sense  of  humor,  and  with  a  desire  to  read  nothing  but  reli- 
gious books: 

Sir  Arthur  Pearson  has  contributed  information  which  gives  the  real  characteristics  of  the  blind.  A  quota- 
tion from  his  book,  Victory  Over  Blindness,"  follows: 

"Contrary  to  general  belief,  I  have  discovered  that  very  few  psychological  changes  take  place  in  the  blinded 
man  owing  to  his  blindness.  The  man  who  was  morose  before  he  lost  his  sight  will  be  morose  afterwards ;  the 
cheerful  one  before  will  be  equally  cheerful  when  he  is  blind ;  the  pessimist  will  look  on  the  dreary  side  of  things  ; 
the  optimist  will  still  remain  optimistic.  If  there  be  any  real  change  in  the  natures  of  some  men,  it  is  generally  in 
those  who  possess  weak  characters  or  colourless  ones.  These  may  follow,  as  it  were,  the  line  of  least  resistance — 
just  as  they  would  otherwise  have  done  had  they  never  lost  their  sight,  with,  perhaps,  the  pace  a  little  more  ac- 
celerated on  account  of  their  blindness.  So  long  as  the  blinded  man  is  not,  as  it  were,  thrust  into  a  special  world 
alone,  he  will  always  remain  his  normal  self.  So  long  as  he  feels  that  he  is  leading  an  average  normal  life,  so 
long  will  he  be  average  normal.  Rowing,  dancing,  walking,  talking ;  amusements  such  as  theatres,  concerts,  lec- 
tures— in  all  these  things  his  handicap  is  felt  scarcely  at  all  after  the  first  bitter  realization.  So  long  as  he  can 
indulge  in  these  things  as  other  men  indulge  in  them,  so  long  will  he  remain  normal  among  other  men.  He  will 
be  silent  and  depressed  occasionally — just  as  we  all  are;  he  will  feel  reckless  and  elated  for  no  apparent  cause — 
as  we  too ;  he  will  hope  and  fear,  and  hope  again  and  despair — in  the  same  way  as  most  of  us  do  these  things, 
though,  perhaps,  each  emotion  will  be  a  little  more  apparent.  The  greatest  danger  which  besets  him  is  that  of 
being  made  to  think  too  seriously  and  too  long  about  his  blindness.  It  is  to  so  contrive  that  he  avoids  this  danger 
as  much  as  possible,  which  is  the  duty  of  all  those  who  love  and  respect  him.  The  chief  thing  to  remember  is 
that,  living  in  darkness  as  he  does,  he  cannot  throw  off  evil  thoughts  as  we  can  by  change  of  scene;  he  cannot  find 
forgetfulness  in  watching  and  observing  the  life  around  him.  Thus  it  is  doubly  necessary  that  all  the  things 
which  he  can  indulge  in  should  be  found  for  him  to  do.  He  must  be  brought  into  life  which  surrounds  him. 
And  he  must  be  brought  into  this  life  as  a  man  who,  except  for  his  handicap,  is  as  full  of  hope  and  energy  and 
forcefulness  as  any  man ;  who  is  equal,  if  not  superior,  to  all  those  with  whom  he  comes  in  contact.  Given  cheer- 
ful, healthy  conditions — beyond  the  fact  that  all  blind  men  are  apt  to  be  suspicious  and  somewhat  jealous — 
there  need  be  no  fear  that  his  misfortune  will  prove  too  great  for  him  to  bear.  And  even  this  suspicion  and  jeal- 
ousy, so  characteristic  of  blind  men,  are,  after  all,  but  the  suspicion  and  jealousy  of  a  man  who  fears  that  he  is 
being  forced  to  live  in  a  world  apart  from  other  men.  And  there  is  indeed  no  necessity  that  he  should  do  so.  As 
a  worker,  as  a  useful  citizen  of  the  world,  and  above  all  as  a  true  friend  and  companion,  I  would  pit  a  blinded 
sailor  or  soldier  against  any  other  special  class  of  man  in  the  whole  world.  Blindness  seems  to  have  given  them 
the  genius  to  comprehend  the  essentials  of  human  happiness  which  it  is  given  few  sighted  people  to  perceive."

These  words  can  never  be  used  as  part  words  or  even  in  a  hyphenated  word.  This  is  done  to  avoid  con- 
fusion, for  if  a  letter  could  stand  among  other  letters  and  mean  either  a  word  or  a  letter,  the  reader  would  never 
know  when   it  was  standing  for  a  letter  and  when   for   a  word. 

Hence  the  rule  that  WHEN  THE  LETTER  STANDS  ALONE  IT  MEANS  THE  WORD,  WHEN

Here  again  we  have  a  formation  standing  for  two  things,  so  in  order  to  avoid  confusion  there  must  be  a 
rule  which  tells  when  it  is  the  part  word  and  when  the  word. 

The  rule  is  the  same  as  is  used  in  connection  with  the  alphabet  and  the  words  they  represent.  WHEN 
IT  STANDS  ENTIRELY  ALONE  IT  IS  THE  WORD  AND  WHEN  OTHER  LETTERS  ARE 
ADDED  IT  BECOMES  A  PART  WORD.  There  are  no  exceptions,  and  parts  of  a  hyphenated  word  are 
considered  part  words  in  Braille.     Examples:

These  are  part  word  signs  and  are  always  used  in  a  word. 

There  is  one  thing  very  important  to  remember  about  contractions;  that  is,  A  CONTRACTION  CAN 
NEVER  BE  USED  UNLESS  ALL  LETTERS  IN  THE  CONTRACTION  ARE  IN  THE  SAME  SYL- 
LABLE. Example:  "EN"  can  be  used  in  "ten,"  "en-joy,"  "con-tent-ment"  but  not  in  "e-nough"  or  "e-nu-mer- 
ate."     For  the  division  of  words  Funk  and  Wagnall's  Standard  Dictionary  is  used.    (See  pages  39-57,  this  book.) 

With  the  exceptions  of  "beg-gar-y,"  "blear-y,"  "char-y,"  "drear-y,"  "glar-y,"  "hoar-y,"  "tear-y,"  and  "vin-e- 
gar-y"  no  word  ending  in  ARY  can  be  written  with  the  "ar"  contraction.  The  violation  of  this  rule  is  one  of 
the  commonest  mistakes  in  Braille. 

Words  ending  in  NESS  like  "cowardliness,"  business,"  "dizziness,"  "cuteness,"  "impressiveness,"  etc.,  are 
so  divided  that  "ness"  is  the  final  syllable.  Hence  the  "in"  and  "en"  contractions  cannot  be  used.  All  these 
words  are  included  in  the  list  on  pages  3*5-57. 

DERIVATIVES  FROM  THE  SAME  ROOT   SOMETIMES   DIFFER   IN    SYLLABICATION. 

If  you  are  not  absolutely  sure  of  a  word  it  is  better  to  look  it  up.  For  example:  in  "sten-o-graph"  the  contraction 
"en"  can  be  used,  but  in  "ste-nog-ra-pher"  and  "ste-nog-ra-phy"  it  cannot.  "Paris"  and  "Parisian"  are  divided 
differently.      "Par-is"   and  "Pa-ri-sian"   hence  the   "ar"   contraction   can   be   used   in   the   former   but   not   in   the 

latter.

In  some  cases  like  the  words  "then"  and  "there"  there  are  two  ways  in  which  they  can  be  contracted.

Mr.  Lloyd  opened  the  book  at  random,  found  a  full  stop, 
and  read  a  few  sentences  as  quickly  as  his  tongue  could  go,  and  it  was  evident  that  his 
fingers  were  well  ahead  of  his  tongue.  He  then  asked  for  one  thickness  of  handkerchief  to 
be  placed  over  the  page.  Through  this  he  read  just  as  fast  as  before.  Two  thicknesses  did 
not  not  diminish  his  speed  in  the  least.  When  three  thicknesses  were  over  the  dots  his  rate 
of  reading  slackened  slightly,  and  when  he  attempted  that  seemingly  impossible  feat  of 
reading  through  four  thicknesses  he  still  read  faster  than  the  average  clergyman  reads  the 
lessons  in  church.  The  handkerchief  was  not  a  smooth,  well-ironed  one,  but  a  crumpled 
one  produced  by  one  of  the  officers  from  his  pocket,  and  the  passages  read  were  in  all  cases 
quite  disconnected."

With  the  exception  of  the  italic  sign  no  mark  of  punctuation  contains  an  upper  dot. 
On  explaining  the  punctuation  have  class  take  the  following  notes : 

1.  Should  a  word  be  followed  by  a  mark  of  punctuation   there   is  no   space  between   that  mark   and   the 
word.     For  one  exception  see  "an  asterisk." 

2.  There  is  a  space  between  a  mark  of  punctuation  and  the  word  FOLLOWING.      (See  "dash"). 

3.  If  a  sentence  with  more  than  one  mark  of   punctuation  as  "do!"  or  "do."  there  is  no  space  between 
the  marks  of  punctuation  and  the  same  order  is  kept  that  is  used  in  print. 

4.  The  ITALIC  SIGN: 

a.  Is  used  for  words  that  are  underlined  or  in  italics. 

b.  If  a  hyphenated  word  as  "merry-go-round"  is  in  italics  the  italic  sign  precedes  the  "merry,"  "go" 
and  "round." 

c.  Should  a  whole  paragraph  be  in  italics  the  double  italic  sign  precedes  the  FIRST  WORD  of  the 
paragraph  and  a  single  sign,  the  last. 

5.  THE  DASH. 

a.  When  a  dash   appears  between   two  words  there  is  no  space  between  the  dash  and  either  of  the 
words. 

b.  A  dash  acts  as  a  space  and  whole  word  signs  can  be  used  at  either  end. 

c.  The  dash  and  the  hyphen  are  two  different  things,  be  careful  not  to  confuse  them  for  they  are  of 
different  formation  and  a  hyphen  does  not  act  as  a  space. 

6.     THE  HYPHEN: 

Words  connected  by  a  hyphen  are  considered  part  words  and  signs  that  represent  both  whole  and 
part  words  take  their  part-word  meaning. 

7.  AN  ASTERISK  is  followed  and  preceded  by  a  space.     This  is  the  only  case  where  a  mark  of  punc- 
tuation stands  alone  and  is  also  the  only  instance  where  the  ink  print  does  not  act  as  a  guide. 

8.  THE  ACCENT  SIGN  stands  for  the  accent  only,  the  letter  has  to  be  written  also. 

9.  Do  not  confuse  the  apostrophe  and  the  single  quotation  mark. 

10.     In  writing  P.  M.  there  is  a  space  between  the   period   after   the   "P"    and   the    capital   sign    preceding 
the  "M."

In  writing  "THE  END"  the  double  capital  sign  is  used  before  the  "THE"  for  while  it  is  a  single  forma- 
tion it  represents  three  letters.     If  written  with  a  single  capital  sign  it  would  read  "The". 

Roman  Numerals  are  nothing  but  capital  letters  and  are  written  as  any  word  in  all  capitals.  "IV"  would 
be  double  capital  sign  "I"  and  "V".  In  such  cases  BE  SURE  AND  USE  THE  "i"  and  not  "a".  It  is  a  capital 
"i"  and  not  a  one.  In  writing  "V"  or  "X"  or  "L"  (single  numbers)  the  single  capital  sign  is  all  that  is  needed 
for  it  is  a  single  formation  and  it  stands  for  one  thing. 

Never  use  the  number  sign  in  connection  with  Roman  Numerals.

If  a  foreign  accent  appears  in  a  hyphenated  word  the  letter  sign  precedes  the  accented  part. 

If  a  word  like  d'etre  is  written  the  letter  sign  precedes  the  "d". 

Note  that  in  these  foreign  accents  the  formations  stand  for  BOTH  LETTER  and  ACCENT.  This  is 
different  from  our  accent  sign  dot  2  which  merely  stands  for  the  accent,  the  letter  has  to  be  added. 

No  contractions  should  be  used  in  a  foreign  word  in  a  purely  foreign  sentence. 

In  writing  Nov.  25th,  the  contraction  sign  for  "th"  is  used  but  is  not  preceded  by  the  letter  sign  as  the 
contraction  "th"  stands  for  no  number  even  if  preceded  by  the  numeral  sign. 

Dec.  23rd  is  written  without  the  letter  sign  for  "r"  preceded  by  the  number  sign  never  means  a  number 
and  it  is  taken  for  granted  that  anyone  would  know  that  the  "d"  coming  after  it  means  "d."

NOTES : 
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RULES  FOR  TRANSCRIBING 

(As  Revised  Braille  is  still  in  its  infancy,  it  is  not  unlikely  that  new  ridings  may  be  adopted  from  time  to  time.) 

1.  Notify  the  Braille  Department  before  you  begin  transcribing,  in  order  to  avoid  duplicates. 

2.  There  must  be  a  margin  of  one  inch  and  a  half  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  paper.  This  is  necessary 
for  binding. 

3.  Leave  a  quarter  of  an  inch  margin  at  the  top  and  bottom  of  a  page. 

4.  Pages  are  numbered  in  the  upper  right  hand  corner  on  the  first  line  with  the  Braille,  three  spaces 
being  left  between  the  wording  and  the  number.  If,  however,  it  is  necessary  to  leave  more  than  three  spaces 
keep  the  number  at  the  end  of  the  line  and  the  extra  spaces  between  it  and  the  last  word. 

5.  Y\  rite  the  title  of  your  story  in  all  capital  letters  at  the  top  of  each  page  in  the  center  on  the  same 
line  with  the  number.  If  the  title  should  require  more  than  one  line  abbreviate  it.  No  space  is  left  between  the 
title  and  the  text. 

6.  In  numbering  pages  of  a  book  do  not  start  each  volume  with  page  1.  Number  consecutively  as  though 
it  were  to  be  bound  in  one  volume. 

7.  Use  single  spacing;  that  is,  one  turn  of  the  roller. 

8.  Indent  into  third  space  for  a  paragraph. 

9.  In  writing  personal  letters  use  the  same  paragraphing  as  in  stories. 

10.  Begin  each  chapter  on  a  new  page. 

11.  A  Braille  volume  may  contain  75  to  90  pages. 

12.  Write  THE  END  at  the  end  of  every  completed  text — not  each  volume. 

13.  Shellac  all  pages  on  the  back  (the  side  that  is  not  read)  with  white  shellac  diluted  with  denatured 
alcohol — two  parts  shellac  and  two  parts  alcohol.  Until  a  transcriber  becomes  quite  accurate  it  is  better  to  have 
the  work  proof  read  first. 

14.  Besides  the  Braille  title  page  each  completed  manuscript  must  have  title  of  the  manuscript,  its  author, 
and  the  name  of  the  transcriber  written  in  ink  on  a  separate  page. 

15.  When  pupils  begin  transcribing  have  them  hand  in  first  three  pages  so  that  if  they  are  making  any 
mistakes  they  can  be  informed  before  a  whole  book  has  been  done. 

16.  If  a  novel  is  being  transcribed,  it  is  a  matter  of  courtesy  for  the  Chapter  to  write  both  the  author 
and  publisher  for  their  permission.     They  very  often  ask  the  transcriber  to  preserve  the  copyright. 

17.  When  the  end  of  a  line  is  reached  and  the  last  syllable  has  to  be  written  on  another  line,  make  sure 
before  the  hyphen  is  used  that  the  final  syllable  is  not  a  contraction.  For  instance,  it  takes  no  more  space  to 
write  "ing"  than  it  does  to  write  the  hyphen. 

18.  If  a  word  is  followed  by  a  mark  of  punctuation  they  must  both  be  written  on  the  same  line.  This 
rule  is  also  used  in  print.  For  example:  The  last  word  of  a  sentence  cannot  be  put  on  one  line  and  the  period 
on  the  next. 

19.  In  order  to  keep  Chapter  records  and  reports,  all  work  should  be  distributed  through  the  Chapter. 

20.  No  one  is  paid  for  transcribing.     It  is  strictly  a  volunteer  work.
